SPEAKERS, 


It is a curious fact in the history of sound, 
that tle loudest noises always perish on the 
spot where they are produced, whereas musi- 
cal notes will be heard at a great distance. 
Thus, if we approach within a mile or two 
of a town or a village in which a faic is held, 
we may hear very faintly the clamoar of the 
multitude, but more distinetly the organs and 
other musical instruments which are played 
for their amusement. If a Cremona violin, 
a real Amati, be played by thie side of a 
modern fiddle, the latter will sound much 
louder than the former ; but the sweet brilliant 
tone of the Amati will be heard at a distance 
the cannon cannot reach. Dr. Young on the 
authority of Durham, states that at Gibraltar 
the human voice may be heard at a greater 
distance than that of any other animal. Thus 
when the cottager in the woods, or the open 
plains, wishes to call her husband, who is 
working at a distance, she does not shout, 
but pitches her voice to a musical key,. which 
she knows from habit, and by that means 
reaches -his ear.

The fog was a sad hindrance to their efforts, 
but some 250 were rescued from the Lake, 
and taken by the propeller to Erie. A large 
number left at once on the Sultana for Cleve- 
land ; others came down in the cars:this morn

The emigrants were Norwegians, who, came 
through by Lake Wntariv steamers from Que- 
beck, and about 75 or 80 of them were lett on 
the dock, the agent refusing to suffer them to 
goon board.

Erie, Aug. 20, p.m —The steamer Clinton 
has returned from the wreck ot the Atlantic. 
She reports her entirely disappeared, and sunk 
in twenty-five fathoms of water. The boat be- 
longed to Messrs. Wards, owners of the Caspian 
lost lately at Cleveland. She was Gelaod at 
$80,000, and was not insured. 

Among the incidents of the calamity are the 
fullowing—Mr, Aaron Sutton of New York City. 
was provided with two life preservers,—one of 
these he fastened on his wife, and while so Jo- 
ing, some one snatched the other one away. 
Mr. Sutton seeing the buat sinking, got his wife 
off into the lake, and taking his two little children 
followed her. Mrs. Sutton was buoyed up by 
the life preserver, and partially by swimming 
and clinging to floating articles. Mr. Sutton 
preserved his children, until all were picked 
ap by boats. 

One young lady jumped from the steamer 
and would have been drowned but for the ex- 
ertions of a man, (supposed to be one of the 
Emigrants,) who seiziug a board, plunged into 
the water, and catching hold of the lady's hair 
munaged to get her into the side of the steamer; 
when she was taken on deck, the poor fellow 
sank from exhaustion and was drowned. 

Three hands of the steamer who could not 
swim tore off the pinnacle box, took out the 
compass and throwing the box overboard, jump- 
ed into the water and clung around. it—they 
were several timés compclled fur self-preserva- 
tion to kick from them drowning men and 
women. some:30 or 40 of whom at different times 
had hold of their legs—they were taken up af- 
ter being 20 minutes in the water, by their own 
boat—at the same time they found the body ot 
a little girl, 10 years old fluating on 1 plank— 
she had hor arm around the plank aud her head 
on it as if a sleep but.she was quite dead. The 
body was taken to Erie. 

Mr. L. D. Crippen of Michigan, saved two 
female passengers, by breaking through the 
deck into their state rooms, which were filling 
with water.

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Sub-Marine Telegraph between Europe and 
North America.—The London corresponpent of 
“the National Intelligencer bas tht following no- 
tice of a new plan of Sub- marine telegraph : 

We yesterday heard the particulars of a new 
and very promising project % ertablish a sub 
marine telegraph between Great Britain and 
the continent of North America. The transit 
line of this telegraph will be, throughout its en- 
tire length, as well as at its commencement and 
its termination, on a route which no former pro- 
ject has even alluded to. The obstaeles to its 
exeeution are few and easily surmounted. Care- 
ful calcuiations have been made which show 
that the expense will not exceed one-fourth part 
of the most moderate preceding estimate. The 
liability to accident and derangement will be 
very gall, and when they do occur .they can 
be ensily and promptly remedied. This project 
will unite every point in North America with 
every point in Enrope which is at present reach- 
ed by the electric telegraph and an eastern arm 
of the prajecte! sub-marine telegraph will bring 
the nations of Norway, Sweden, Denmark aud 
Russia into connexion with all the lines of tele- 
grapic despateh by their respective capitalse— 
Bergen, Stockholm, Copenhagen. and St. Peters:
